kets of cakes, pies, and pickles, 
brought in by the visitors, and 
further supplemented by quanti- 
ties of fresh milk and Ice cream. 
The meeting was held in tha 
•bade of a large grove in one 
of the pastures, and was unani- 
mously declared to be an ideal 
spot 
The morning hours were 


devoted to Inspection tours, and 
Impromptu lectures on the varl- 
oui type* of legumes and pasture 
crop* presented on the farm. 
Shortly before noon, the meet- 
ing was called to order by Presi- 
dent Newport, who declared that 
the series of conference on live- 
itock and dairying conducted by
